Great kids program 
coming to Niagara 


W hat parent, grandparent 
or educator hasn’t 
despaired at the difficulty 
of getting kids to be physically active, 
when computers, video games, iPads 
and all manner of electronic devices 
offer often mindless yet stimulating 
entertainment that doesn’t require 
moving from the couch?

As a Healthy Kids 
Community Challenge initiative, it 
is offering a program called Mobile 
KidsZone, a 10-week program four 
times a year at neighborhood parks. 
And it’s free, which means it's open 
to all kids. 

Kudos to the federal government 
for recognizing the importance of 
getting kids moving and developing 
the challenge, and to each level of 
government supporting and helping 
to finance it.

A one-week-old puppy is alive and 
well thanks to the efforts of Fort Erie 
firefighters. 

The Fort Erie Fire Department and 
the Fort Erie SPCA partnered to res¬ 
cue the Puggle last Wednesday after¬ 
noon after the animal became stuck in 
a pipe in a drainage ditch in front of a 
Gorham Road home at 2:11 p.m. 

Fire ChiefLarryCoplen said firefight¬ 
ers were called to assist the SPCA after 
attempts to retrieve the puppy were 
unsuccessful because the tool SPCA 
officers were using was too short to 
reach the animal. 

“The firefighters used some inge¬ 
nuity there to get the puppy out,” 
Coplen said. 

Firefighters used a pike pole, a tool 
used in firefighting operations, to 
safely rescue the puppy from inside 
the pipe. 

"This tool is normally used for tearing 
down ceilings. They modified it so they 
could reach the puppy and scoop it out," 
Coplen said. 

The puppy was rescued “within 15 
to 20 minutes.” 

Wendy Trombley, Fort Erie SPCA 
manager, said the puppy is healthy 
and happy. 

“We are very glad for a happy end¬ 
ing and that all went well.” 

She reminds residents that pup¬ 
pies should never be left unat- 

"It’s important to check your prop¬ 
erty for any safety hazards, drains, 
holes, chemicals, debris and check 
to make sure your yard is secure,”

Six people were rescued from Lake 
Erie Sunday afternoon. 

The Niagara Regional Police, the Fort 
Erie Fire Department, Port Colborne 
Marine Auxiliary Rescue and Niagara 
Emergency Medical Services were dis¬ 
patched to Bay Beach at 3:18 p.m. fol¬ 
lowing a report two people had drifted 
from the shore. 

Const. Phil Gavin said a six-year-old 
boy, who was wearing a life jacket at the 
time, drifted too far from shore while on 
a water tube. The boy’s father attempted 
to rescue him but they both went fur¬ 
ther out and had trouble returning. 

They drifted approximately 150 
metres from shore before they were 
rescued. 

Gavin said both the boy and his 
father were assessed for injuries and 
transported to hospital for hypother- 

Earlier that afternoon, rescue crews 


were called to Sherkston Shores near 
Empire Road in Port Colborne where 
a catamaran had capsized, leaving four 
people in the water at 2:50 p.m. 

Gavin said the four people in distress 
were rescued by private citizens on Sea- 
Doos and returned to shore. 

Niagara EMS assessed the individ¬ 
uals for hypothermia and one person 
was transported to Welland hospital 

Gavin is reminding Niagara residents 
to use caution when enjoying water 
activities.
